“I am not in the habit of denying state- 
ments about myself in the newspapers, but 
this accusation is so wholly false and un- 
just, so calculated to do me an irreparable 
injury in the minds of all those who do 
not know me that I cannot allow it to pass 
without setting myself right. 

“I defy any one to say to my face with 
any proof of the truthfulness of his state- 
ments that I have ever conspired with any 
one to defraud any candidate or party. 
am a police officer, far more interested in 
the welfare of my department than I am 
in this election.

There were disagreements and wrangles 
among the judges in fully one-third of the 
precincts, articularly in the precincts 
where the tickets were thrown out on ac- 
count of the “nominations by electors’’ 
caption on an out-of-the-way place on the 
ballot. 

These Yallots were used in precincts in 
the Third, Fifth, Seventh, Ninth, 8 
first, Twenty-third and Twenty- fifth wards 
and thousands of votes were rejected in 
consequence. The Democrats lost heavily 
by this arrangement. 


Not one in three of the men who voted 
took the precaution to strike off the cap-| 
tion and names at the bottom of the right 
hand column, 2 

Under the instructions of the Election 
Commissioners, based on the opinion of City 
Counselor Marshall, these unscratched bal- 
lots were thrown out by the judges. 

There is a difference of opinion as to the 
legality of this decision, and the courts may 
be appealed to for an interpretation of the 
law. If they are counted they may make 
a difference in the result. 

That the Democrats suffered from this 
arrangement is very evident from the re- 
turns. In one precinct in the Twenty-first 
Ward there were 65 of these-ballots reject- 
ed, 48 of which were straight Democratic 
tickets. 

If the Election Commissioners had placed 
the caption on the,same line with the others 
no voters would) have been deceived, but 
its location at the bottom of the column 
caused it to be overlooked by many, some 
estimates placing it at 3,000. 

It did not appear on the official ballot 
88 but it was on the sample bal- 
ot printed in the Globe-Democrat Tuesday 
morning. 

That was given a whole page of space to 
warn Republican voters how to scratch to 
keep within the law as interpreted by 
Counselor Marshall. 

When the judges in these districts began 
counting disputes arose in every. precinct 
and the Biection Commissioners were made 
miserable the balance of the night. The tel- 
ephone was kept ringing and deputies were 
dispatched double quick to the troublesome 
precincts. They straightened out matters in 
some, but they failed in others, and many 
a tally sheet 
signed. 


At noon Wednesday the boxes and returns 
were still out in the following precincts: 
Third precinct, Second Ward; ecincts 6, 
8 and rd Ward; Precinct 11 of the 
Fourth Ward; Precinct 4, Sixth Ward; Pre. 
cinct No, 8, Tenth Ward; Precincts and 
22 of the Eleventh Ward; Precinct 7, elfth 
Ward; Precinct 10, Fourteenth Ward; Pre- 
cinct 12, Seventeenth Ward; Precinct ö of 
the Nineteenth Ward; Precincts 7 and 14 of 
the Twentieth Ward, and Precinct 12 of the 
Twenty-first Ward.

Returns had to be made to the Biection 
Board, the City Register, the Circuit Cler 
and Comptroller. ie kept the judges an 
clerks, most of whom had been up all night, 
on the jump ali Wednesday morning. 

Nearly every judge or clerk had a com- 
plaint to register and some of them said 
they would go to jail before they would 
ever serve in a similar ca ity again. 

The official canvass of the returns will 
have to be inaugurated before next Wednes- 
day, the law requiring such action to be 
taken not later than eight days after the 
election.

ANCESTOR WAS A WELSHMAN. 


The Passing of De Ole Man“ in Poli- 
tics Revives Interest in 
His Career. 


Special Correspondent Post-Dispatch. 

TROY, N. V., Oct. 81.—The passing of 
Chauncey I. Filley, the whilom political 
boss of Missouri polit:cs, is full of melan- 
choly interest to the people of this section. 
“De Oki Man“ was born in Lansingburgh, 
a picturesque suburb of Troy. 

Filley’s family history makes extremely 
interesting reading matter. When the storm- 
tossed ship Mayflower entered Plymouth 
harbor in 1620, one of the first to land was 
William Filley, a sturdy Weishman, who, 
after a few years’ unsuccessful struggle to 
gain a livelihood in that place, moved fur- 
ther inland and helped to build the first 
house in Connecticut, at Old Windsor, now 
Bloomfield. In 1812, a descendant, Augustus 
Filley,' gathered together his goods and

DENOUNCED AS A HOODLUM. 


Dittmann Shoe Co. Resents an Em- 
ploye’s Political Independence and 
. Loses Two Big Customers. 


Frank Cox, a salesman employed by the 
George H. Dittmann Shoe Co., was probably 
the first person in St. Louis to feel the effect 
of McKinley’s supposed election. :

Mr. Cox is a Democrat and he worked and 
voted for Bryan. 

His emptoyers favored McKinley. They 
were elated over the result and celebrated 
it by discharging Cox and applying insult- 
ing and opprobrious terms to men who held 


views contrary to theirs. 

Then a couple of Democratic customers 
did a dittle celebrating by canceling orders 
they had placed with the house. 

Mr. Cox tells the story in this wise: 1 
had been employed by the Dittmann Shoe 
Co. for fifteen months as a salesman. My

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chattels and settled in Lansingburgh, liv- 
ing in the old twoaggory brick house still 
standing at the southwest corner of Second 
avenue and Thirteenth street. 


This house was built in the latter part 
of the eighteenth .century, and of bricks 
brought over from Holland as ballast. The 
immense fireplaces were richly decorated 
with old Dutch tiles emblematical of Scrip- 
tural history. 

A bake oven in the cellar was large 
enough for a public bakery. Augustus Fil- 
ley was a very popular and influential 
citizen, and for several terms was sheriff 
of this,, Rensselaer County. 

In this old house on Oct. 17, 1823, was 
born Chauncey Ives Filley, the youngest of 
five children, and here he was, from the old 
sheriff’s teaching, early imbued with love 
for politics, In 1840 the lad had tramped 
in a procession during the log cabin and 
hard cider campaign of William Henry 
Harrison. Attending the old Lansingburg 
Academy Chauncey acquired a thorough 
common school education. Later he entered 
the law office of the Hon, Marcus L. Fil- 
ley as a student. 


Becoming seized in 1850 with the prevail- 
ing Western fever he started for St. Louis, 
a town then on the border of civilization, 
but where several of the Filley family had, 
a year or two previously emigrated from 
Old Windsor. 

Arriving in St. Louls, he entered the store 
of his brothers, engaged in the china ware 
trade. In 1855 Chauncey was taken in as 
a partner in the firm, Adjacent to their 
store was that of O. D. Filley, a cousin, 
who was doing a large business in tin plate, 
sheet iron and all kinds of cooking uten- 
sils required in a miner’s camp. It was in 
this. store that the noted trapper, Kit Car- 
son, traddd, and Indians and pioneers 
swapped skins and furs for goods. D 
Filley was a Democrat, and this store was 
famous as the headquarters of Tom Ben- 
ton, Frank Blair, the O’Fallons and Far- 
rare, and it was in this atmosphere, charged 
with local and national political history, 
schemes and plots, that the great Missouri 
Republican leader, Chauncey I. Filey, be- 
came imbued with that rare executive abil- 
ity in handling men and parties that has 
made him famous. The first time he took 
active interest in gee was as a Unionist 
in the winter of 1860-61. 

Southern commissioners were up from the 


South appealing to the State authorities 


to pass the crdinance of secession, begking 
the citizens of St. Louis for aid and start- 
ink the fires of contention everywhere. 
The Filleys bent every energy to save their 
state from secession, and, rallying around 
them the loyal element, they got the ap- 
pointment of a safety committee from the 
Government, with O. D. Filley at its head. 
The days were spent by Chauncey in en- 
listing troops, who were secretly taken to 
the iron foundry of G. F. Filley, and in its 
immense molding floors were d nightly 
drills. The State was placed under a provis- 
ional government. 
In 1863 the Unionist party in St. Louis was 
in two factions, and looking for a suitable 
candidate for Mayor, selected Chauncey 1. 
Filley, nominating him witheut his knowl- 
edge, while the rival branch put tn the field 
O. D. Filley, who had been Mayor from 1859. 
Chauncey was elected, his term ending ‘in 
1865. It was then that he became leader of 
the new Republican 22 although his 
political principles had been in harmony 
with the party previously, for he had at- 
tended the Convention that had nominated 
Lincoln in 1860, and tad u delegate-at- 
large to the Baltimore Convention from 
Missouri in 1864, and elector in 1868; delegate 
= ee national Conventions in 1872, ‘76, 80, 


Mr. Fil! first became a member of the 
Missouri te Committee in 1868, and Chair- 
man in — The Republicans lost the State 
in 1870, and upon him devolved the greater 
ne of labor of reorganizing the rey in the 

tate, and with the exception of two years 
he was at the head of the committee until 
892, and in the National Committee since 
1876. But in what is known as the “silk 
stocking” element prevailed in the commit- 
tee at the national Convention at Indian- 
polis, when R. C. Kerens, formerly of Ar- 
kansas, was elected as national committee- 
man. After the “silks’’ had blundered for 
two years Mr. Filley was recalled to the 
head of the committee. The party regained 
its power, capturing the House in the Legis- 
lature, and ten of the fifteen Congressmen. 
In 1873 President Grant appointed Mr. Filley 
Postmaster of St. Louis, and he held the 
office until 1878. 

After thoroughly reorganizing his own of- 
fice he succeeded in cutting down the mail 
transportation time from the East to the 
l est and ginny oH — — postal sys-

In 1880 Mr. Filley was requested to go to 
Indiana to reorganize the Republican party, 
and, havin done so, the State — carried

EVEN TACKLED A VETERAN. 


He Used His Revolver, but Without 
Effect, and Somebody Turned 
in a Riot Call. 


The famous Tenth street gang of hoodlums 


and Work House tourists played a trick on 


a special police officer Tuesday night which 
caused an alarm to be sent to the Four 
Courts for a wagon load of policemen. 

The members of the gang appreciated the 
fact that Chief Harrigan had placed on 
their beat what appeared to be a very green 
emergency special. He had no uniform, 
and as he walked the beat brandishing a 
stick and wearing a dinky star, he smoked 
a stogie.

They waited for him at the corner of 
Tenth and Walnut streets. A policeman 
smoking a stogie strolled up Walnut strtet 
about 11 -o’clock. The eight or ten members 
of the gang who were concealed behind the 
corner of a building did not know that this 
officer was Denny Reece, an old member of 
the force, who used to swing a club in the 
Levee districts.

He 
fired several shots at the disappearing 
gang and then started in pursuit. 

Some one who had heard the shooting 
telephoned the Four Courts that there was 
a riot at Tenth and Walnut, and a patrol 
wagon loaded with policemen started for 
the scene. 

As the wagon passed the mouth of the al- 
ley on Tenth street, between Walnut street 
and Clark avenue, Reece rushed out puff- 
ing like a steam engine, holding a shining 
revolver in his hand and shouting: 

n e oy are they? Where are those rob- 
ers?“ 


A search of the neighborhood was made, 
but none of the gang could be found. They 
had escaped with 20 cents of Reece’s money. 

It was understood that two other emer- 
gency special policemen walking in the vi- 
cinity of Seventh and Poplar streéts met 
the same treatment as that accorded Reece, 
— they did not report the affairs to the 
police.
